Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is devoted to the explicit depiction of sexual activity. Three excisions are required to 
the feature to remove degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual and physical conduct. The 
treatment of women in this manner is likely to influence the attitudes of some male viewers and 
have a resulting harmful impact on the safety of women in sexual situations, and in their 
relationships more generally. 

In this instance the distributor declined to make the required excisions therefore the publication 
is classified as objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of all the classification criteria. The right to freedom of expression has been 
weighed against the likelihood of injury to the public good if the publication is available. Because 
of the highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual material, the classification of 
objectionable is a reasonable curtailment of the right to freedom of expression in order to 
prevent likely injury to the public good.
